Washington Saturday night was visited 
by one of th© 
worst calamities in hor history. 
With possibly one exception

The alarm of fire, at about 8 o'clock, called the department 
So the big department store of P. L. Stinson, where fire was 
raging in the basement among the boxes and waste paper. 


At first it seemed that the fire could be confined to the 
basement, and six streams of water were poured into the rear 
Ow basement. 


The headway made by the angry flames in the highly in­ 
flammable material in the basement far exceeded the calcula­ 
tions of those fighting the flames, and within a comparatively 
abort time it buret through tho floor at tho front end of the store 
with a roaring, hissing, crackling noise like the blast from a 
furnace. 
The proprietors and clerks then realised that no human 
r, with tho facilities at hand, could chock the awful Fire 
Monster’s progress. 
Those who ventured into the basement 
pith five extinguishers and lines of hose were driven back by 
|m roaring flames from tho soothing inferno below the Aret

Tho work of saving tho immense warehouses of tho Grocery 
Company was greatly aided by tho cement being away from 
them. 
Several times the elevator tower of the fire-proof cold 
storage plant wat in flames, ignited by the awful heat, but the 
fire was unable to get down into the building. 
Heavy plate glass windows across Main street were cracked 
and shattered in bits by the heat of the flames. 
It was an awful night of terror and destruction and Wash­ 
ington business district was saved from complete annihilation 
by the heaven-sent rain which kept tile surrounding property 
soaked with water. 
The losses to Washington's business is almost beyond esti­ 
mation. 
The merchants are paralysed with the enormity of the ca 
lamity, and have not yet formulated an? Ie finite plans. 


SEEN FOR MILES 


Mr. William T. Holmes saw in an instant that the struc- 
mrs was doomed and dashed to the office for such books and 
papsrs as be could carry out with him. 
Before he could gather 
ay some of the most valuable papers the hair of his head, his 
neck and back were scorched by the flames which were by that 
lime leaping and dancing in and out in the dense smoke like so 
many hungry demons. 
The clerks hurriedly seized their wrapt and fled to toe 
sheet. In an ^creditably short time the whole interior of the 
Stetson store was a mass of flames. 
To eat through to the second floor consuming offices and 
the magnificent lodge and club rooms and on and up to the 
third floor and lodge rooms of Masons and Commandry, the 
Eastern Star, the K. of P,, the Pythian Sisters, consuming 
costly furnishing, valuable books and papers, relics and para­ 
phernalia which could not be replaced with money, was the 
of moments only for the wild Fire King.

The great glare illuminating the sky, was plainly visible 
for many miles and the fact that a great fire was raging in this 
city was thus made known to people throughout the whole of 
Fayette and adjoining counties. 
Some idea of the fearful brilliancy of the leaping, merciless 
flames can be gained from the knowledge that the tell-tale glare 
was visible to the residents of Columbus, 40 miles north. 
Greenfield, Chillicothe. Circleville, Hillsboro. Wilmington 
and Springfield citizens noticed the brilliant illuminations in 
the heavens above us and it is estimated that it was visible to 
observers in a radius of more than one hundred miles.

A Dumber of persons were injured 
during the conflagration. Jame*

Washington 
Saturday night wa* visited 
by on* of th* 
worst calamities in her history. 
W ith possibly on* exception 
the property lorn was th* greatest ever sustained in th* city. 


Th* alarm of fire, at about 8 o'clock, called the departm ent 
to the big departm ent store of F. L. Stutson. where fir* wa* 
raging in the basement among the boxes and a ast* paper. 


At first it seemed that th* fire could be confined to the 
basement, and six streams of water were poured into the rear 
th* basement. 
Th* headway made by th* angry flames in the highly in* 
flammable material in the basement far exceeded the calcula­ 
tions of those fighting the flames, and within a comparatively 
short time it burst through the floor at the front end of the store 
with a roaring, hissing, crackling noise like the blast from a 
monster furnace. 


The proprietors and clerks then realized that no hum an 
power, with the facilities at hand, could check the awful Fire 
Monster's progress. 
Those who ventured into the basement 
with Are extinguishers and lines of hose were driven back by 
the roaring flames from th* seething inferno below the first 
floor. 
Mr. William T. Holmes saw in an instant that the struc­ 
ture was doomed and dashed to the office for such hooks and 
papers as he could carry out with him. 
Before he could gather 
up some of the most valuable papers the hair of his head, his 
neck and back were scorched by the flame* which were by that 
tim* leaping and dancing in and out in th* dens* smoke like to 
many hungry demons. 


Th* clerks hurriedly seised their wrap* and fled to toe 
street, 
lo an ^creditably short tim* th* whole interior of the 
8tutson store was a mass of flames. 
To eat through to the second floor consuming offices and 
the magnificent lodge and club rooms and on and up to the 
third floor and lodge rooms of Masons and Commandry, th* 
Eastern Star, the K. of IN, the Pythian Sisters, consuming 
costly furnishing, valuable hooks and papers, relics and para­ 
phernalia which could not be replaced with money, was the 
work of moments only for the wild Fire King. 
Through the roof of the largest building in the city the 
flames leaped skyward into the darkness until it seemed that the 
very clouds would be pierced. 
Blazing embers of vary ing size* 
up to the size of large shingles w ert whirled out and on from th* 
furnace. 
The heroic efforts of the local fire fighters made no appreci­ 
able impression on the fire’s progress. 
The angry (lames belched out of every aperture in the 
doomed structure, the fearful arms of fire, with an ease which 
laughed at m an’s feeble attem pts to baffle them, reached across 
the narrow alley to the south and dashed into the windows of 
the large four-story warehouse and office building of the Dahl- 
Millikan Grocery Company, and soon volumes of dense black 
smoke was pouring from every crevice and crack of the building 
It was then seen that the wholesale house was doomed. 
With a crash and roar which contd Lh* heard for miles the roof 
and floors of the Temple gave away. 
Sparks and burning cin­ 
ders and blazing planks shot skyward. 
The great front wall 
trembled, tottered and fell outward with a rumble and roar just 
as flames burst through the roof and from the windows and 
doors of the wholesale house. 
To the southward, then where the fire was eating its way to­ 
ward the Fayette County Hardware building and the Imperial hotel 
all eyes were turned and all efforts at rescue were directed. 
Would the tire stop before it reached the railroad yards was 
the question asked by thousands. 
It was answered by the fir* itself, which, as soon as it had 
burst through the wholesale house attacked the rear of the hotel 
and the Hardware Company~rooms. 
The immense stock of groceries of all kinds and the large four 
story building of the Dahl Millikan Company was consumed ab­ 
solutely by the flames in less than thirty minutes so resistless and 
so rapid was the march of the fire. 
With the crash of the walls of the Dohl Millikan Company as 
they fell intojthe streets the flames leaped through the smoke 
which Ailed the Imperial hotel from cellar to roof and from kitchen 
to office. 
The Hardware Company’s immense stock was consumed in a 
twinkling. 
The cartridges let go like bunches of immense fire 
crackers as dill also the seventy-five thousand rounds of amunition 
in the Dahl Millikan Company. 
Just as the awe stricken thousands had begun to hope that the 
fire would run its course with the destruction of the hotel it was 
discovered that the Judy block to the north on Main street and the 
westward block to the north on Court street were in flames. 
All hope ot saving anything on the entire half block was then 
abandoned and fears for the safety of property acroes the street to 
the east and to the north and the entire business section in that 
direction seized all. 
Th* at*ady vain which had continued all day had *o 
loroughlv soaked th* surrounding roofs that th* flying fire­ 
brand* did not do th* damage which would have ensued had th* 
building* been dry. 
The work of saving th* immense warehouses of th* Grocery 
Company wa* greatly aided by th* cement being away from

At first it seemed that the fire could lie confined to the 
basement, and six streams of water were poured into the rear 
the basement. 
The headway made by the angry flames in the highly in­ 
flammable material in the basement far exceeded the calcula­ 
tions of those fighting the flames, and within a comparatively 
short time it burst through the floor at the front end of the store 
with a roaring, hissing, crackling noise like the blast from a 
monster furnace. 


The proprietors and clerks then realized that no human 
power, with the facilities at hand, could check the awful Fire 
Monster’s progress. 
Those who ventured into tile basement 
with fire extinguishers and lines of hose were driven back by 
the roaring flames from the seething inferno below the first 
floor. 
Mr. William T. H o lm e s saw in an instant that the struc­ 
ture was doomed and dashed to the office for such book* and 
papers as ho could carry out with him. 
Before he could gather 
ap some of the most valuable papers the hair of his head, his 
neck and back were scorched by the flames which were by that 
time leaping and dancing in and out in the dense smoke like so 
many hungry demons. 


The clerks hurriedly seized their wraps and 
fled to tne 
street. 
In an ^creditably short time the whole interior of the 
Stinson store was a mass of flames. 
To eat through to the second floor consuming offices and 
the magnificent lodge and club rooms and on and up to the 
third floor and lodge rooms of Masons and Commandry, the 
Eastern Star, the K. of P., the Pythian Sisters, consuming 
costly furnishing, valuable hooks and papers, relics and para­ 
phernalia which could not be replaced with money, was the 
work of moments only for the wild Fire King. 


Through the roof of the largest building in the city the 
flames leaped skyward into the darkness until it seemed that the 
very cloud* would be pierced. 
Blazing embers of varying sizes 
up to the size of large shingles were whirled out and on from the 
furnace. 
The heroic efforts of the local fire fighters made no appreci­ 
able impression on the fire’s progress. 
The angry flames belched out of every aperture in the 
doomed structure; tho fearful arms of fire, with an ease which 
laughed at m an’s feeble attempts to baffle them, reached across 
the narrow alley to the south and dashed into the windows of 
the large four-story warehouse and office building of the Dahl- 
Millikan Grocery Company, and soon volumes of dense black 
smoke was pouring from every crevice and crack of the building 
It was then seen that the wholesale houae was doomed. 
With a crash and roar which conld be heard for miles the roof 
Md floors of the Temple gave away. 
Sparks and burning cin­ 
ders and blazing planks shot skyward. 
The great front wall 
trembled, tottered and fell outward with a rumble and roar ju*t 
ae flames burst through the roof and from the windows and 
door* of the wholesale house. 


To the southward, then where the fire was eating its way to­ 
ward the Fayette County Hardware building and the Imperial hotel 
ill eyes were turned and all efforts at rescue were directed.

It does no good, in times like these, to undertake to place 
the blame or waste time and energy in pointing out just how 
the disaster might have been averted, or its appalling conse 
quences lessened. 
The wholesome thing to do is to set our faces resolutely 
to the front and, profiting by the terrible lesson taught, so 
shape our course and govern our future conduct that a repiti 
tion of Saturday night's calamity will be impossible. 
This city has grown and prospered during the hist ten 
years, but that due provision was not made to protect the 
property and business gain with which fortune has blessed us, 
has been made plain to os in a way which admits of no dispute. 
Attention has been repeatedly, through various channels, 
called to the fact that Washington had long since put aside 
her village clothes and had blossomed out into a full fledged 
city and that provision should be made to properly handle the 
responsibilities which came with that change. 
Our derelictions in that regard have cost us dearly and let 
us hope that the lesson taught will not be forgotten 
It will not he. 
Washington has proved herself equal to 
every occasion which has arisen thus far and no let up in the 
progressive spirit among her citizens is yet apparent. 
The stricken merchants and real estate owners are gradu 
ally recovering from the effects of the blow and before a dozen 
hours had rolled by were formulating their plans for the fu­ 
ture and refusing to think (if the past and what might have 
been.

Night of Terror 


Call For Ald is Wired by Mayor Allen to Columbus, 
to Springfield and to Wilmington, When Local 
Facilities Prove Insufficient.

Washington 
Saturday night was visited 
by one of the 
worst calamities in her history. 
With possibly one exception 
tho property loss wa- the greatest ever sustained in the city. 


The alarm of fire, at about 8 o'clock, called the departm ent 
to th« lug departm ent store of F L Stinson, where fire was 
raging in the basement among the boxes and \saste paper. 


At fir-t it seemed that tin* lire could he confined to the 
basement, and six s t r ains of water were poured into tin* rear 
the basement. 


The headway made by the angry flames in tile highly in­ 
flammable material in the basement far exceeded the calcula 
finns of those fighting the flames, and within a comparatively 
short time it burst through the floor at the front end of the store 
with a roaring, hissing, crackling noise like the blast from a 
monster furnace. 


The proprietors and clerk- then realized that no hum an 
power, with the facilities at hand, could check the awful Fire 
M onster’s progress. 
Thole who ventured into the basement 
with fire extinguishers and lines of hose were driven hack by 
the roaring flames from the seething inferno below the first 
floor. 


Mr. William T. Holmes saw in an instant that the struc­ 
ture was doomed and dashed to the office for such hooks anil i 
pa|>er« a- lie could carry out with him. 
Before he could gather 
up some of the most valuable papers the hair of his head, his 
neck and hack were scorched by the flames which were by that 
time leaping and dancing in and out in the dense smoke like so 
many hungry demons. 


The clerks hurriedly seized their 
wraps 
and 
fled 
to tno 
street. 
In an increditahly short time the whole interior of the 
Stutson store was a mass of f l a m e s . 
To eat through to the second floor consum ing offices and 
tho magnificent lodge and club rooms and on and nj) to the 
third floor and lodge rooms of Masons and C om m andry, the 
Eastern Star, the K 
of I’,, the 
Pythian Sisters, consuming 
costly furnishing, valuable hooks and papers, relics and para­ 
phernalia which could not he replaced with money, was the 
work of moments only for the wild Fire King. 
Through the roof of the largest building in the city the 
flames leaped skyward into tin* darkness until it seemed that the 
very clouds would he pu reed. 
Blazing embers of varying sizes 
up to the size of large shingles were whirled out and on from the 
furnace. 
Tile heroic efforts of the local tire fighters made no appreci­ 
able impression on the tire’s progress. 
The angry flame- belched out of every aperture in the 
doomed structure, the fearful arms of fire, with an ease which 
laughed at m a n ’s feeble attempts to baffle them, reached across 
th*' narrow alley to the south ami dashed into the windows of 
the large four-story warehouse and office building of the Dahl- 
Millikan (tracery Company, and soon volume! of dense black 
smoke was pouring from every crevice and crack of the building 


It was then seen that the wholesale house was doomed. 
With a crash and roar which could he heard for miles the roof 
and floors of til*' Temple gave away. 
Sparks and burning cin­ 


d e r - and blazing planks shot skyward. 
The great front "wall 
trembled, tottered and fell outward with a rumble and roar just 
as flames hur-t through the roof and from the windows and 
doors of th** wholesale hon-©. 


To tin* southward, then where the fire was eating its way to­ 
ward the Fayette County Hardware building and the Imperial hotel 
all eves were turned and all efforts at rescue were directed. 
Would the fire stop before it reached the railroad >ards was 
the question asked by thousands. 
It was answered by the fire itself, which, as soon as it had 
burst through the wholesale house attacked the rear of the hotel 
and the Hardware Company "rooms, 
The immense stock of groceries of all kinds and the large four 
story building; of the Dahl MiUikan Company was consumed ab­ 
solutely by the flames in less than thirty minutes so resistless and 
so rapid was the march of the fire. 
With the t rash of the walls of the Dohl Millikan Company as 
they fell intojthe streets the flames leaped through the smoke 
which filled tin* Imperial hotel from cellar to roof and from kitchen 
to ofth e . 
I he Hardware Company's immense stock was consumed in a 
twinkling. 
The cartridges let go like bunches of immense fire 
crackers as did also the seventy-five thousand rounds of amunition 
in the Dahl Millikan Company. 
Just as the awe stricken thousands had begun to hope that the 
tire would run its course with the destruction of the hotel it was 
discovered that the Judy block to the north on Main street and the 
westward block to the north on C ourt street were in flames. 
All hope of saving anything on the entire half block was then 
abandoned and fears for the safety of property across the street to 
the east and to the north and the entire business section in that 
direction seized all. 
d h e steady rain 
which 
had continued all day had so 
thoroughly soaked the surrounding roofs that the flying fire­ 
brands did not do the damage which would have ensued had the 
building! been dry. 
The work of saving the immense warehouses of tile Grocery 
Com pany was greatly aided by the cement being away from 
them. 
Several times the elevator tower of the 
fire-proof cold 
storage plant was in flames, ignited by the awful heat, but the 
fire was unable to get down into the building. 
Heavy plate glass window's across Main street were cracked 
and shattered in bits by the heat of the flames. 
It was an awful night of terror and destruction and Wash­ 
ington business district was saved from complete annihilation 
by the heaven-sent rain which kept the surrounding property 
soaked with water. 
The losses to Washington*! business is almost beyond esti­ 
mation. 
The merchants are paralysed with the enormity of the ca­ 
lamity, and have not yet formulated any definite plans.
